The discussions that 
took place were a request 
from Niagara Health 
System supervisor Kevin 
Smith, asking the mayors 
to recommend one site 
for a new hospital in south 
Niagara. 

"We came up with two 
sites close to each other 
that we could all agree 
on," says Martin.

When racing fans began to 
arrive at the 115 year old 
Fort Erie Race Track, it was 
looking as though umbrellas 
would be in order instead of 
fancy hats. 

But just as the horses 
made their way out onto the 
oval to start the 11 race card, 
the skies cleared and the sun 
came out on what would be 
a well-attended day of rac¬ 
ing. 

With one of the largest 
crowds on hand in recent 
history, patrons were treated 
to one of the most exciting 
Prince of Wales events ever. 
A field of nine went post- 
ward with Irish Mission tak¬ 
ing the most support from 
the betting public. 

The 1 3/16 mile Prince of 
Wales Is the second leg of the 
Canadian Triple Crown 
which began at Woodbine 
with the Queen’s Plate, run 
on June 24 on a polytrack. 

The “Wales” goes over a 
traditional dirt surface with 
the third leg, the Breeders’ 
being run over the Woodbine 
Turf on August 5. 

When the gates swung 
open, long-shot Menlo Castle 
grabbed the lead but was 
quickly challenged by 
Colleen’s Sailor for the lead. 
The two set an opening quar¬ 
ter of 23.2 seconds and a half 


of 46.4. When the field made 
their way into the final turn, 
Dixie Strike, a filly, began to 
rally strongly down the cen¬ 
tre of the track under jockey 
Patrick Husbands and was 
quickly picking up momen¬ 
tum in the race to the wire. 
Also getting Into gear was 
Ultimate Destiny for jockey 
Steven Bahen. 

Dixie Strike, who was 
strongly supported at 5-2, 
benefitted from a strong early 
pace and was able to win 
going away by a length. 

Irish Mission, the 8-5 
favorite never got involved, 
finishing sixth. 

“I had her in a good posi¬ 
tion on the back stretch but 
when I called on her, she was 
just spinning her wheels,” 
said her jockey Alex Solis. 

Dixie Strike, a daughter of 
Dixie Union, had finished 
third in the Queen’s Plate 
only three weeks ago. Her 
trainer Mark Casse was very 
confident that his filly would 
take to the dirt surface. 

“She outworks my entire 
barn on dirt. She loves it," he 
said. 

Jockey Patrick Husbands 
who was also the pilot of 
Wando back in 2003 for his 
Prince of Wales win, was very 
quick to compliment Casse 
on a job well done.

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Fort Erie Council approved 
one of the final agreements 
needed for the Crystal Beach 
Gateway condominium devel¬ 
opment. 

During a closed session meet¬ 
ing on Monday, councillors 
approved the formal agreement 
between the Town and the 
Molinaro Group defining respec¬ 
tive responsibilities for the 
maintenance of both public and 
common facilities on the Bay 
Beach site. 

"This is a positive last step in 
order to see this project move 
forward," said Fort Erie Mayor 
Doug Martin. "I would like to 
thank the Molinaros for their 
patience, understanding and 
continued commitment to Fort 
Erie." 

A bylaw was passed setting 
out the standards for mainte¬ 
nance and cost sharing terms. 

"We are very excited," said 
Vince Molinaro, president of the 
Molinaro Group. "We get calls

incremental assets. 

The town will be responsible 
for light maintenance, removal 
of debris and litter, weekly clean¬ 
ing and grass cutting, along with 
a bi-weekly weeding of land¬ 
scaping beds. 

The municipality will be 
responsible for maintenance of 
the podium, along with the pub¬ 
lic pavilion. 

Daily periodic inspections, 
stocking and cleaning of an out¬ 
door public washroom will also 
be the duty of the town. 

Revetment works on open 
space lands will be split by the 
town and the Molinaro Group, 
which will not create any chang¬ 
es in cost from what the town 
sees prior to construction. 

The town will undertake and 
administer the monitoring of the 
toad enhancement area, but at 
an expense of $50,000 from the 
developer.
